- PONTELAND MEETING. 


HE ensuing week presents almost “a blank,” the above meeting being 
the only one ‘‘ calendered” for the notice of turfites. It is, however, of so 
unimportant a character that we shall enter upon no discussion as to the pro- 
babilities, and we merely refer to it now to show that “current matters” have 
not escaped our attention, We shall have a fine tield of sport in the following 
week, when the Craven Meeting will be held at the ‘‘ Metropolis of the Turf,” 
at which we hope to point out a ‘thing or two” worthy of our followers’

THE BLUE RIBBON OF ’62. 


“ What will win; and who will wear it ?”” 


\ Taking up the thread of the above subject, we think the next animal who, 
from his performances, has acquired the celebrity of a “crack” is 


ALVEDISTON. 
This animal is the property of Mr. William Day, andis conceived by his owner 
to havea very enviable chance of extending his fame both at Newmarket and 
' Epsom. . Alvediston is. a bay colt by ‘tadmor out of Crosslanes, und took his 
first public canter on the famed downs of Epsom, where he appeared for the 
Woodcote Stakes, but made a somewhat sorry exhibition by running 
“nowhere ;” the King Tom colt, Wingrave, coming off victoriously. Nothing 
daunted by defeat, the horse was again placed under the starters 
hands for the New Stakes at Ascot, and, after a most brilliant and 
exciting finish between him, Buckstone, Hippodamia, and Wingrave, 
who came along the distance “locked together,” Alvediston passing the 
goal successfully, defeating his opponent by a head, the same advantage being 
gained over the third by Buckstone, and a similar distance only stalling off 
‘Wingraye. This was unquestionably a remarkably fine performance, and had 
the effect of at once installing Mr. Day’s nice looking colt in the Derby market 
asa favourite. lor the third essay he appeared at the Bibury Club meeting, 
and had the good fortune to again meet his former opponent, Buckstone, for 
the Third Stockbridge Biennial Stakes, being a spin over about five furlongs 
from ‘the rush in.- The betting was on Buckstone, but, after a very 
fine race. Alvediston secured a double victory by a length, Buckstone finishing 
second, and-Vilette third, the remainder of the field being “ spread eagled.” 
This second defeat of so remarkably fine a colt as. Buckstone made the 
‘*Merryites’’ look rather blue, but the fact oozing out that the “ boy-in- 
yellow’s” mount was out of condition, contidence in the future performauces 
of their pet became restored, and up to the present moment remains unim- 
paired. ‘Thus, though we would not in the slightest degree damp the ardour 
of the admirers ‘of William Day's crack, we feel bound to express our 
impartial opinion that had both colts met im first-rate fettle the tables would 
have been turned, and Buckstone have occupied the position of his rival at the 
termination of their struggles for eqiune supremacy. However, Alvediston 
made another effort at Stockbridge the following day. Coming out for the 
Mottisfont Stakes he was opposed by Costa, Margery, and Salamanca. He 
left the starting post under OCustance’s guidance, and after a brilliant aud 
exciting struggle with Costa, he made a dead heat of it atthe last stride, the others 
being beaten olf a long way, The upshot wus that Alvediston walked over the 
stakes being divided. The distance T.Y. C. was accomplished by the pair in 
1 min. 19 sec. He now held off until the Goodwood July meeting, when he 
was brought and weighed, saddled and mounted, for the Findham Stakes, 
opposed to a field of lifteen, and amongst them Caterer, Wingrave, and 
Biondella. It wasa magnificent race, although it did not turn up a trump 
card for “our hero.” Coming into the cards, and steaming on at 
a clipping pace, Caterer, Wingrave, and Alyediston passed the judge’s 
chair in the order named, a neck only in favour of Caterer, Wingrave 
obtaining a similar advantage over the “son of Tadmor;” Biondella 
finished fourth, ‘a couple of lengths behind Alvediston, and separating herself 
from the rest of the field by a clear interval. his race was a highly creditably 
one for our “ crack,” and served to increase the confidence of his backers, who 
even now occasionally evince their admiration of his high racing ability. 
Once more Mr. Day's nag came to the post as a youngster previous to his two-year 
old retirement. Starting for the Criterion Stakes at the Newmarket Houghton 
he was found pitted against Old Calabar and Wingrave, with a fresh opponent 
in Nottingham, Either overwork or failing powers had set in, for when the 
judge had issued his decision it was found that Alvediston was not even placed, 
Old Calabar winning, followed by Nottingham and Wingrave, second and 
third. Taking all things into consideration, we think that this offshoot of 
Crosslane deserves considerable notice, though we are bound to admit that 
we are of the opinion that he will meet Wingrave again, and with no better 
success than in his two last essays.

DEERFOOT AT STOCKTON. 

About 5,000 persons assembled in the cricket-field, Stockton-on-Tees, on 
Monday afternoon, to witness the eontest for a purse of £50 between the 
celebrated Indian runner, Deerfooot, and the English Champion, John Brighton, 
of Norwich, William Lang, of Middlesbro’, and W. Jackson, the American Deer. 
The running ground is newly formed round the cricket-field, and was, conse- 
quently, in very bad order, but when properly finished will be the best in the 
North of England. It isa little more than a quarter of a mile round, and the 
men had to run twenty-three times round to complete the distance, viz., six 
miles. The start was punctually effected at 5 o'clock, Brighton taking the 
Jead about a yard. They ran in this order for the first mile, when the 
American Deer began to fall in the rear, and Lang went to the fore, and, 
making the pace very hot, the three raced for a lap, when Brighton deprived 
Lang of the lead, but, however, was immediately deprived of the first place-by 
Deerfoot. Thus they finished the second mile, the style of Lang’s running 
being the admiration of all present. Beginning the third mile, Lang 
made one of his fine spurts, and got to the front, which place he 
maintained at a terrific pace tili about four and a half miles had 
been traversed, Brighton and Deerfoot being in close attendance. 
The pace indeed had been so great that the three were getting into close 
attendance on Jackson, having very nearly overlapped him, although the 
old man run with his usual gameness. ‘Lhe severe pace began now to tell 
on Lang, and Brighton and Deerfoot once more passed him, although he kept 
in close company till nearly 5 miles had been run, when he gave in dead beat. 


The men had now caught Jackson, and once more gave him the go-bye, when, 
to the astonishment and admiration of all, the Deer once more raced past 
Brighton and Deerfoot, showing us one of the spurts of his youthful days. 
Deerfoot, however. now made the pace very fust, and both he and Brighton 
again passed Jackson? After 5; miles had been run Brighton once more 
struggled to the front, which he held for about a quarter of a mile, when 
the indian put on a spurt that electrified all present. and at once placed 
a@ gap between himsel! 
Brighton giving in about 50 yds from home, being very much distressed, 
whilst the Indian seemed as fresh as when he started. ‘the entire distance 
was completed in 314 min., which, considering, the very bad state of the 
ground, is a most wonderful achievement. The men were loudly cheered 
while running, and Deerfoot on finishing received a perfect ovation. The 
Stockton Rifle Volunteer band was in attendance, and played during the 
afternoon.

The challenge for the mile: cup was 
from R. D. Barbon, Esq., aitvs A. S. Green, who be had to run the week after 
the five mile race ; but in this race his foot broke. completely down at a half 
mile, and Barbon won easily. Mr. Heaviside now placed himself under the 
tuition of the celebrated John Levett and challenged again for the cup; Levett 
brought him to the-postin-superb condition, and after a good race forthe tirst 
half mile Heaviside won easily, since which race, with the exception of issuing 
a challenge to run, Captain Patten Saunders, he has done nothing until he 
reecived the challenge from Mr, Kirby for this race. . He ‘trdined at home 
until the Jast fortnight, when he placed himself entirely under Levett's care, 
but he had evidently taken things too easily at home, for, instead of being 
down to his weight, he had a superabundance of loose flabby flesh on him, too 
much, indeed, to take off in time for the race without reducing his strength 
too much, added to which he had a slight attack of indisposition. Levett, 
however, did him justice, and brought him to the postin a wonderful condi- 
tion, considering the time he had him. 

T. H. Kirby, Esq., is a fine-made young fellow, 5ft. 9lin. in height; weight, in 
running gear, about 9st; age, 23 years; and, taken all in all, is as tine a looking 
young fellow for a race as need be seen. His performances of any note have 
been as follows:—He won a mile handicap at the East Hants Cricket Ground, 
Portsmouth, April 8th, 1861; on the 15th of same month, and same ground, 
won another mile race; August d5th won a silver cup at the Curragh of Kildare, 
beating twelve others; same day ran second to Corporal Denby for the cham- 
pion race, distance a quarter of a mile ; afterwards ran and won a mile race 
at the Rotunda Gardens, beating, amongst others, the champion’s brother, who 
is considered by many to be equal in =; ced, at one mile, to the champion him- 
self. This was the last performance of Mr. Kirby previous to the race on 
Monday for the championship. 

THE RACE. - 


In consequence of the unabating wet weather, which made all the turf land

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THE ANTIQUITY OF FALCONRY. 
(To the Editor of The Iilustrated Sporting News. 


Srmr,—As there is now a very strong idea that the ancient pastimes of 
hawking and falconry are about ‘> be revived, a few words on so interesting 
a subject may not be unaccepta ‘o your readers. I cannot fix the precise 
time of the origin of this am” .. ‘ment, for the passage in Aristotle and the 
ad a in Martial by no me’. tix it to the periods in which they wrote. The 
philosopher informs us tha’, ‘there was a district in Thrace in which the boys 
used to assemble at a certain time of the year for the sake of bird-catching ; 
that the spot was much frequented by hawks, which were wont to appear on 
hearing themselves called, and would drive the little birds into the bushes, where 
they were caught by the children, and that the hawks would even sometimes 
take the birds and fling them to these young sportsmen, who, after finishing 
their diversion, gratefully bestowed on their assistants part of their prey.” This 
statement may have some truth at bottom, it being notorious that larks and even 
partridges will, by the terror of a hawk passing over them, be so still as 
to suffer themselves to be taken by any passenger. There seems to have been 
no training of these Thracian hawks, but a mere casual concurrence of hawks 
and small birds, which afforded now and then sport to the youth of the country. 
The thought expressed on the ancient gem, of little genii engaged inthe chase 
of deer, assisted by an eagle, may have originated from this story. 

The poet only describes another kind of bird-catching, in the following 
epigram on the fate of a hawk:— 


“Preedo fuit rolacrum, famulus nunc ancupis, idem 
Decipit, et captas non sibi meret, aves.” 


By the word decipit it is plain that the hawk was not trained, but was merely 
used as a stall, either to entice small birds under ao net, or to the limed twigs; 
the last a method still in use in Italy. The Italians call it necellare con la civetle; 
for instead of a hawk, they place a small species of owl am « pols, in the middle 


of a field, and surround it at various distances with lime-twigs. The small birds, 
from their strange propensity to approach rapacious fowls, fly around, perch on 
the rods, and are taken in great numbers; a hawk would serve the same purpose 
full as well. Pliny mentions the use of bird-lime ; and Longus, in his Spirited 
romance of ‘‘Daphnis and Chloe” employs the latter to catch little birds for 
his beloved. I cannot find any certainty of hawks being trained for diversion 
before the time of King Ethelbert, the Saxon monarch, who died in the year 
760. He wrote into Germany for a brace of falcons which would fly at cranes 
and bring them to the ground, as there were very few such in Kent, This 
shows how erroneous the opinion was of those who place it in the reign of the 
Emperor Frederic Barbarossa, who was drowned in 1180. By the application 
of Ethelbert to Boniface, Archbishop of Mentz, for the brace of falcons, it is 
evident that the diversion was in perfection in Germany before the year 752, the 
time in which that prelate was martyred by the Pagans. Itseems to me highly 
probable that falconry was invented in Scythia, and passed from thence into the 
northern parts of Europe. Tartary isevenatpresent celebrated [or its fine breed 
of falcons, and the sport is in such general esteem that, according to Olearius, 
the falcon and eagle were commonly adopted forsport. The boundless plains of 
that country are as finely adapted to the diversion as the wooded or moun- 
tainous nature of most parts of Europe is ill calculated for that rapid amuse- 
ment. The antiquity of falconry in Tartary is evinced by the exhibition of the 
sport on the very ancient tombs found in that country, in which are figured 
horsemen at full speed with hawks in their hands; others, again, in the same 
attitude, discharging their arrows at their game in the very manner of the ancient 
Scythians. From Cariaaty falconry got footing in England, and became so 
favoured a diversion that even sanguinary laws were enacted for the preservation 
of rapacious fowls. Edward the Third made it death for the stealing of a hawk, 
and to take its eggs, even in a person's own ground, was punishable with a 
fine at the king’s pleasure, and imprisonment for a year andaday. In the 
reign of James the First the sport was earried to such an extravagant pitch 
that Sir Thomas Monson is said to haye given # thousand pounds for a cast of 
howks,.

THE MUSIC HALLS OF LONDON. 
No. 1—THE ISLINGTON PHILHARMONIC HALL. 


Onr of the most recent improvements in the class of entertainment provided 
for the million is the gigantic music-hall, with its talented troupe of ardistes, 
its splendid decorations, and its attendant luxuries of lounges and numberless 
refreshments. This class of establishment is not merely for killing time, but 
positively for refining the musical tastes of those who are so situated as to be 
prevented from attending such entertainments as are provided at the Hanover- 
square Rooms or St. James's Hall. ‘Thousands who enjoy good music object to 
being crowded into a fashionably fitted room at an early hour for the purpose 
of hearing the works of the great maestros, and absolutely numberless is the 
class who would not mind the time or place where good music is executed as 
long as they could hear it, but whose pocket will not back their inclination; for 
these classes, as well as those who love their ease, and Englishmen like, relish 
Mozart best with mulled port, and Rosini with roast potatoes, accompanied 
by the succulent kidney, the great music-halls of London provide, and that 
with a lavish hand, at a perfectly astonishing price. Night after night we 
enter our music-halls and find a company of vocalists and a full band capable 
of brilliantly executing the most difficult works of the greatest composers. 
Week following week wehear of engagements pending and concluded with 
vocalists and instrumentalists whose names a few years ago were only seen in 
the bills of the great theatres or the programmes of aristocratic concerts, and 
wonder where and how has grown the musical public who support such 
engagements. We look back and remember a solitary music-hall of notoriety 
in this metropolis, and that one—Evans's. We kuew it as the resort of gentle- 
menon whom the doors of every other place of amusement had been closed, and 
who meant earning the reputation of being fast men by killing the hours they 
should have spent in bed, listening to trashy songs by trashy singers, getting 
drunk, and turning out into Covent Garden to row with the costermongers, 
and show that there was no such thing as pride about them by taking an early 
breakfast at a perambulatory coffee-stall. This recollection, around which flit 
a number of a still more miserable character—little filthy dens, where beastly 
songs “made the night hideous”—is the picture we have of the concert-hall a 
few years ago; now, as if by magic, we find luxury, propriety, and rare talent 
presented in timely hours, at a price for which we can scarcely get into the 
gallery of a minor theatre. This movement owes its growth to no foreign 
cause; gradually the spirit of refinement broke into a fleld capable of cultiva- 
tion, and the result, materially assisted by men of enterprise and capital, is 
that the general public can visit the most elegant halls, partake of any delicacy 
capable of tickling the taste, and listen to the strains of all. the great musi- 
cians, given with due effect by gigantic companies, at a price ‘within the reach 
of all. With these remarks we introduce the Islington Philharmonic Hall. 

The building is situate opposite the Angel, and is one of the best establish- 
ments of its kind in the metropolis. It has been erected at a cost of nearly 
£20,000, and it contains within itself facilities of entertainment and amusement 
possessed by few music-halls in Europe. The exterior is a building of a highly 
ornamented character; the entrance hall is 15ft. wide, and leads to the hall, 
where we find a balcony approached by an elegant double staircase, and the 
area by a small descent of a few steps, which leads to a noble Italian corridor 
100ft. long by 15ft. wide, at the end of which is the entrance to the private 
boxes and stalls, the whole most chastely decorated. The hall itself is capable 
of holding nearly 2,000 persons, and at the further end is the orchestra, which 
is semi-circular, and on either side are two tiers of private boxes. The decora- 
tions consist of Corinthian and Ionic columns; the entablature is carried round 
the hall and supported on caryatides; between each box the ceiling is divided 
in panels. On the left of the corridor are spacious billiard and bowling saloons, 
elegantly decorated, together with spacious refreshment rooms. he enter- 
tainments are of the highest order, and combine selections from grand and 
popular operas, choruses, madrigals, &c. The comic und serio-comic element 
is ona that is liberally supplied. The proprietors are Messrs. Sanders and 
Lacey ‘The first-named gentleman is well known in the musical world in con- 
nection with popular entertainments at a cheap rate. The architects were 
Messrs. Fineh, Hill, and Pararri; and the buildersMessrs. Hillard and Harnerd.

So—a stone again; but 
now the worm seems arrested in a dif- 
ferent manner—a slight tremble runs up 
the line to your hand (with practice your 
touch will get as quick as your sight) 
—drop the point of your rod an inch or 
two; the line is unquestionably running 
up against current-one, two, three 
sharp jerks. Now youhave him. Use no 
ceremony, but bring him up: he is 
no rod-bender. So! a. handsome little 
trout, a third of a pound or thereabouts 
—kill him and basket him. You ought 
to get your half-dozen out of thie pool, 
so try again. Remember, it is loss of 
time, generally speaking, to repeat your 
cast over precisely the same water, 
where trout are abundant as they are 
here just now. Two more throws, 
therefore, a little to the right—result 
“nil.” Try nearer the side, just under 
the bank there. You have him again— 
the same size almost exactly. A little 
higher up—ha! a half a pound this time 
at least. Go onand prosper
